One of the main criticismp of the De- 
mocratic plan of today was its readiness to 
do the bidding of the monied powers. The 
speaker showed how the Government, 
elected with the help of the financial sec- 
t'on of thi' community was bound to do its 
bidding or to suffer defeat at the cn.=uing 
election.s. Such a sy.'^tem pave no chance 
to the small man who had a family and 
had a limited amount of money to invent. 
He cited the case of a farmer in the 
Eastern Townships who was completely 
at the mercy of the various price fixing 
groups in tho countiy. 

The plan of admini-stralion ad^'ocated 
by J*Ir. Arcand is the Corporative system, 
in which the various trades unions and 
the professional associations each elect a 
c3rtain weighted number of representa- 
tives to sit in Parliament, This is an in- 
l.ui-f.-<iiiip proposal. However, it is not new 
V> Britifcii Constitutional practice. For & 
number of years the would-be reformers 
gof .the Canadian Senate have been advo- 
cating just such a plan. Actually 
the British Parliament has adopted 
in part this method in selecting 
some of thf members of the new P'ederal 
liuliaii legislature and it is conceivable 
that the vogue will spread to other parts 
of the Emjjire before many more years 
pass. 

t 

7'he main criticism we have to offer 
to Mr. Arcand's able Ki«;ech is that there 
is suppression of oppo.sition to the offi- 
cial ideas of the day. When the legitimate 
critici.sms of a minority are stifled then 
will tiie rights of the citizens of the slate 
be in jjcril. 

Jt is interesting to note that at the 
end of his discourse Mr. Arcand stated 
that there were a number of pthej- details 
of his programme which he had not the 
time to mention. This is regrettable as we 
are sure that his policy concerning the 
Jews, as outlined in his officia) pro- 
gramme, by which the Jews are dep'icted 
as the cau.'if of all our ills would iiavt; in- 
terofltud iiii- audience yi-'.stcrday. Any pro- 
gramme i^a.-iC'd on the Mippro.ssioii of a 
minority in our community is bound to 
.suffer the rebuff of the thinking citizens 
of the country. 

For yearh' tht- Jewish Kuce v/at* acce])t- ■ 
ed in Poland. PoUnid prospered, 'i'hen un- 
der the influence of the military caste 
they were ejected from Poland. Poland 
was vanciui.siiiid and passed from the ix)Ki- 
tion of a firat class power to that of a 
conquered stfite.

This fall, along with the new policy

Most logluil ls the .suggestion of Pro- 
fessor Owen of our own Naval Depart- 
ment. He thinks that it football- pla.v- 
ers are to be hired at all. that the col- 
leges should so to the logical e.xtreate 
and hire all players and have wholly 
professional teams. He sees no reason 
w hy every player -w ho endangers . his 
body in the strenuous manocuvers .of 
tills game should not be given an equal 
chance to reap the nionetar.v. benefits. 
It certainly, must be admitted that the : 
players at the prcient time receive [ 
meagre compensation for their en- 
deavors In comparison to tho gale re- 1 
ccipts for the great American game. | 

The trend seems to be in the direction 
of complete profcsalonalUsm In football i 
along with many other sports Including 1 
baseball, basketball, golf, tennis, "and j 
others. On' the one hnnd we have tho • 
lltlte prominent, purely profcs.slonal I
